SUMMARY OF OLMSTEAD DECISION AND HOUSE BILL 929 (2001 SESSION)

 
The U.S. Supreme Court heard the Olmstead v. L.C. and E.W. case on April 21, 1999. The suit had been brought by
two women with both mental retardation and psychiatric conditions who were patients in a state psychiatric hospital
in Georgia. Their treating professionals agreed that the women should be served in community programs, but no slots

were available for them.  Under Title II of the Americans with Disabilities Act, States are required to place persons
with mental disabilities in community settings rather than in institutions when the State's treatment professionals
have determined that community placement is appropriate.

The Supreme Court, in their opinion in the Olmstead decision, stated "States are required to provide
community-based treatment for persons with mental disabilities when the State's treatment professionals determine
that such placement is appropriate, the affected persons do not oppose such treatment, and the placement can be
reasonably accommodated, taking into account the resources available to the State and the needs of others with
mental disabilities."

The Supreme Court held that the states' need to maintain a range of facilities for the care and treatment of individuals
with diverse mental disabilities must be recognized. In determining whether a state can successfully assert that
providing community based services to an individual would fundamentally alter the state's service delivery system,
the Supreme Court held that courts must consider not only the cost of providing community based care to the
litigants, but also the state's obligation to administer services to others with mental disabilities in an equitable
manner.  Justice Ginsberg wrote that if the state demonstrates that it has a "comprehensive, effectively working plan
for placing qualified persons with mental disabilities in less restrictive settings, and a waiting list that moves at a
reasonable pace not controlled by the State's endeavors to keep its institutions fully populated," an individual cannot
skip to the top of the waiting list by filing a lawsuit to obtain community services.  This would not be considered a
reasonable modification.

The Mississippi Legislature passed, during the 2001 legislative session, and sent to the Governor House Bill 929 "An
act to provide for the development of a proposed comprehensive state plan for the provision of services to persons
with disabilities in the State of Mississippi in the most integrated setting appropriate; to provide issues for
consideration in the development of the proposed plan; to provide principles for consideration in the development of
the proposed plan; and for related purposes."  Section 1 of that bill, signed by the Governor, reads:

"The State of Mississippi is committed to providing options to persons with disabilities and families that include
members who are persons with disabilities for services to be provided in the most integrated setting appropriate.  The
State of Mississippi is further committed to developing a comprehensive plan to address needs, service options,
opportunities and service settings appropriate for persons with disabilities and families that include persons with
disabilities so that they may participate in community life to the greatest extent that is possible and that they desire."

In order to receive needed medical services, persons with mental disabilities must, because of those disabilities, give
up participation in community life they could enjoy given reasonable accommodations, while persons without mental
disabilities can receive the medical services they need without similar sacrifice. In the decision the court also stated
that some individuals, like L. C. and E. W. in prior years, may need institutional care from time to time to stabilize
acute psychiatric symptoms
